At  a  convention  of  Delegates  from  the  Lodges  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba, 
held  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  "Winnipeg,  on  Wednesday, 
the  12th  day  of  May,  A.  L.  5875  in  conformity  with  the 
following  circular,  to  wit : 


(CIRCULAR.) 

To  the  Worshipful  Masters,  Past  Masters,  Wardens,  Officers 
and  other  Brethren  of  the  several  Lodges  of  A.  F.  and 
A.  M.,  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba. 

Brethren,  at  an  influential  meeting  of  Brethren 
hailing  from  the  different  constitutionally  chartered 
Lodges  of  the  Province,  held  in  the  City  of  "Winnipeg^ 
on  the  28th  day  of  April,  A.  L.  58*75,  it  was  after  mature 
deliberation  unanimously  resolved  that  a  circular  be 
forwarded  to  all  the  Lodges  in  this  Province,  requesting 
them  to  be  duly  represented  at  a  convention  to  be  held 
in  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  "Winnipeg,  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  12th  day  of  May,  58t5,  at  three  o'clock  p.m. 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  present 
state  of  Masonry  in  this  Province,  and  to  proceed,  if 
decided,  to  the  formation  of  G-rand  Lodge  for  the  Pro- 
vince of  Manitoba. 


Therefore,  we,  the  undersigned  Free  Masons  in 

Sood  standing,  haying  been  deputed  by  said  meeting, 
0  hereby  request  all  the  Lodges  in  this  Province  to  be 
duly  and  consti  .utionally  represented  at  the  convention 
aforesaid  if  practicable  by  all  their  Masters,  Past  Masters, 
and  Wardens  for  the  important  object  aforementioned.

Which  report  was  on  motion -received  and  adopted 
by  the  Convention. 

A  number  of  Master  Masons  hailing  from  different 
Lodges  being  in  attendance,  the  R.  W.  ChaiiTuan  was 
pleased  to  grant  permission  for  their  entrance  into  the 
Convention. 

It  was  moved  by  R.  W.  Bro.  W.  0.  Clarke  se- 
conded by  R.  W.  Bro.  Wm.  N.  Kennedy,  that  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  conducting  public  business 
contained  in  the  Book  of  Constitutions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  Mutatis  Mutandis,  be  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  governing  this  Convention. 

Carried  unanimously. 

R.  W.  Bro.  Rev.  Dr.  Clarke  opened  the  Conven- 
tion with  solemn  prayer. 

On  motion  it  was  agreed  that  each  Lodge  repre- 
sented at  this  Convention  be  entitled  to  three  votes 
and  each  Past  Master  present  as  such  to  one  vote. 

Several  Brethren  having  addressed  the  Convention 
upon  the  state  of  Free  Masonry  in  this  Province. 

It  was  upon  motion  resolved  unanimously  :  That 
R.  W.  Bros.  W.  C.  Clarke,  W.  N.  Kennedy  and  W.  Bro. 
John  H.  Bell,  be  a  committee  to  prepare  resolutions 
for  the  adoption  of  this  Convention. 


The  Convention  then  adjourned  for  lii'teen  minutou. 

The  Convention  resumed  its  sitting  at  4.80  p.m. 

R.  W.  Bro.  Goo.  Black,  presiding. 

W.  Bro.  John  H.  Bell,  on  behalf  of  tho  committee 
to  prepare  resolutions  for  the  adoption  of  the  Conven- 
tion, submitted  the  following  Preamble  and  Kesolu- 
tions,  to  wit : 

PREAMBLE. 

That  whereas :  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
British  North  America  Act,  Manitoba  has  been  form- 
ed a  separate  and  distinct  province  and  as  such  is  legal- 
ly recognized  as  one  of  the  confederated  provinces  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

And  whereas,  there  is  no  Q-rand  Lodge  of  A.  F.  & 
A.  M.  existing  in,  or  claiming  jurisdiction  over  said 
province. 

And  whereas,  there  are  three  constitutionally  char- 
tered Lodges  in  active  existence  therein. 

And  whereas  said  Lodges  are  here  duly  and  con- 
stitutionally represented  as  Lodges. 

And  whereas,  this  Convention  is  of  opinion  that 
the  harmony,  peace  and  highest  interests  of  Masonry 
in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  require  that  a  Grand 
Lodge  be  formed  in  and  for  said  province  and  on  the 
following  conditions : 

That  the  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Anci- 
ent Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Canada  be  adopted, 
Mutatis  Mutandis  with  the  following  amendment : 

That  all  bearing  upon  the  office  of  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  be  struck  out. 


And  that  this  Convention  in  the  exercise  of  its  inhe- 
rent rights  and  constitutional  usage  and  acting  under 
and  by  the  instructions  of  their  respective  Lodges.
